The water, " Professor, " Harris, 
Went to the kit -hen and roared out to tho 
Chinaman: "Gimme a graveyard stew, 
potatoes in the dark, two men a horse- 
back, a moonlight on the lake anil a Main 
beau. " When the pilgrim heard this re- 
markable order ho incontinently l!ed 
from the house, forgetting to take his hat 
and muttering that be d "be gol darned if 
he proposed to tackle thai kind of a 
breakfast, and that if the people lived on 
such things in this country he proposed 
to return to Missouri. " 
- A reporter for The Inter-Mountain, 
who happened to be in the restaurant at 
the time, approached the waiter and asked 
for an explanation of tho order, and the 
professor gave the following version:

Food and Sleep. 
[Tho Argonaut.] 

Dr. R. M. Hodges once read a paper 
before the .Boston Society for 
Medical Improvement, in which he 
touched on this question upon 
which doctors disagree, and said: 
"It is a common impression th»t to take 
food immediately before going to bed and 
to sleep is unwise. Such a suggestion is 
answered by a reminder that the instinct 
of animals prompts them to sleep as soon 
as they have eaten; and in summer an 
after-dinner nap, especially when that 
meal is taken at midday, is a luxury in- 
dulged in by many. If the ordinary hour 
of the evening meal is or 7 o clock, and 
of the first morning meal 7 or 8 o'clock, 
an interval of twelve hours, or moro 
elapses without food,., and for persons 
whose nutrition is at fault this is alto 
gether too long a period for fasting. 

"That such an interval without food is 
permitted explains many a rest' ess night, 
and much of the head and backache, and 
the languid-half-rested condition ou rising, 
which is accompanied by no appetite for 
breakfast. This meal itself often dissi- 
pates these sensations. It is, therefore, 
desirable, if not essential, when nutriment 
is to he crowded, that the last thing be- 
fore going to bed should be the taking of 
food Sleeplessness is oftou caused by 
starvation, and a tumbler of milk, if 
drunk in the middle of the niirht, will 
often put people to sleep when hypnotics 
would fail of their purpose. Food before 
rising is an equally important expedient. 
I t supplies strength for bathing and dress- 
ing, laborious and wearisome tusks for 
the underfed, and is a better morning 
'pick-me-up' than any 'tonic.' " 

Gen. Putn.i ill's "V, o:(" Cave. 
[Chicago Tiirt9s.l 
The cave out of which Israel Putnam 
dragged the wolf is -seldom visited be- 
cause it is in a stony, mountainous forest, 
in u remote corner of Connecticut A. 
picnic party recently made the tedious 
trip, which involved several miles of 
rough walking. There arc pictures in 
primers of Putnam entering the cavo 
erect, with a blazing torch held above bis 
head. The hole is really so omall that it 
can only be explored on hands and knees, 
and an adult can not turn around in it. 
The length is U00 feet, and tradition says 
that the hero followed the beast to the 
further end, shot him between the eyes 
by their own glow, and then was drawn 
cut with him by means of a ropo. 

Shakespeare's Cousin's Diary. 
[Chicago Herald.] 
The immediate publication or tho man- 
uscript diary of Shakes; care's cousin, the 
town clerk of Stratford. on- Avon, is an- 
nounced The volume will consist of au- 
totypes of the folio pages of the manus- 
cript and a transcript by experts of the 
British museum. The diary extends from 
1013 to lGlfi— -the years of Shakespeare's 
residence at Stratford previous to his 
death on tho 5th of May (April i>;? o. s.) 
of the latter year. Prom beginning to 
end it is a record of the attempts made to 
inclose, and of the resistance oii'eved to 
the inclosure, of tho common ileitis of 
Stratford, in which Shakespeare was in- 
tested. 



[Cincinnati Enquirer.] 

"Doctor, supposo you give us your 
views on cremation. " 

"Well, in the lirst place, cremation is 
Pagan, not Christian. Tho Bible says 
dust to dust. " 

"A® ashes to ashes V"' 

"True, but not in an incinerated sense. 
These ashes of the Scriptures are the pro- 
ducts of decay, not of fire. Pesides, in 
ordinary cremation there is no commin- 
gling ot ashes. The object is to separate 
them antl in urn them. The ancients 
| wrapped the bodies of their dead in cloth 
made from the incombustible asbestos, 
that they might be kept from contaminat- 
ing admixture with others. 

"There is the sentiment of perpetua- 
tion, though this is really best subserved 
in mummification, as in Egypt; saponifi- 
cation, us in wet church yards; or in pet- 
rification, which is accomplished without 
rlilliculty. An Italian writer once re- 
marked that petrified ancestors could be 
used as caryatides, h'eauliful table tops 
have been made of petrified sertions of 
human bodies, us variegated as [hose of 
fossil stones, which are natural petrifica- 
tions of living things. " 

"l.utare not funeral urns more likely 
to be preserved?" 

"No, because they are entirely useless. 
A fow months ago a Uonian washer- 
woman used up all the ashes she could 
scrape from the urns of illustrious 
Komans for the abject purpose of making 
lye. " 

"How about the horrors of putrefac- 
tion in the ground'/ 

" You needn't look ut it. What the 
eye does not see the heart does not grieve 
o\'er. To watch the process of crema- 
tion, to seo the hair singe uud the fat 
sputter, would be just us horrible. After 
all, decomposition is only a slow combus- 
tion. " 

"Is not cremation cheaper? " 

"Not at present The process of in- 
humation is in itself cheap enough, 
though it is often made very' expensive. 
Five dollars would really cover all 
absolutely necessary expenses, giv- 
ing tho laborer his due reward The 
relatives and friends would have to be 
conveyed to a crematorium in the suburbs 
just us to a cemetery, uud if ground 
should become too valuable for cemeteries 
advantage could be taken of tlie railroad 
But cremation can be just as cheap. In 
Milan two bodies can be cremated in an 
hour, at a cost of about *0 each, and tho 
Siemo: * furnace at Dresden costs only 
tf-'.OO, and is still quicker in its worlc 
Put if speed of destruction is desirable 
there are swifter means than incinera- 
tions. Gorini of Italy claims to bo 
able to completely annihilate a body 
in twenty minutes by immersing it in a 
hot solution of chromic acid He savs be 
can in this way destroy 10,000 bodies in 
three days. " 

" What are the points on tho ground of 
health'.' Do not churchyards poison the 
water and the air? " 

"This is a question upon which not 
books but libraries have been written. 
Put tho drift of opinion of scientific men 
does not run that way. Have you ever 
heard of an epidemic or disease caused in 
that way? 1 don't know how many 
graveyards there aro in our country, but 
I have somewhere seen It stated that there 
aro about ilC.OOO in Prance and as many 
in Germany. Now, it weald soon bo 
known if tho vicinities cf these places 
were more dangerous to health. I do not 
myself know of a case of infectious dis- 
ease contracted at a cemetery. The truth 
is, most infections begin to cease with de- 
composition. " 

" How about the wells and drinking- 
water?" 

"The idea that the wells in or near 
churcayards are bad is a popular fallacy. 
So far as running water is concerned the 
researches of Pctonkofer have shown that 
all impurities are speedily destroyed, for 
even nt the distance of a few rods from 
the reception of sewage the water is safe. 
And standing water will purify itself, 
too, if exposed to the air. 'I he observa- 
tions of Kotb and 1. ex have shown that 
the water of the wells of fifteen church- 
yards in Berlin contained nitrates in less 
quantity than the average wells of the 
city, nnd i leek made a simi- 
lar statement with regard to tho 
wells of Dresden. But no one in our day 
would rely on a mere chemical analysis in 
the detection of tho organic poisons or 
particles of diseaso It is the physiological 
or biological test that determines tho 
presenco of the germs of disease, and this 
test shows that the wells of churchyards 
are more pure than the wells of cities. 
Reinhard states distinctly that the wells 
of graveyards contain purer water than 
those of inhabited places. No, it is not 
the dead, but the living that polut-o the 
drinking water, and it would be far belter 
to cremate the chambers of the sick than 
the dead so far as public health is con- 
cerned. " 

"Would cremation interfere with jus- 
tice?" 

"Cremation would cover up crime be- 
yond all possibility of detection. It is 
no argument to say that an examination 
could be made first, because crinio is often 
detected in exhumations after many 
years. Tho works on medical juris- 
prudence abound in such cases, and wo 
have fresh records added every clay from 
our own courts. Cremation can nover 
receive judicial sanction on this ac- 
count. " 

"Can not poisons be detected in ashes, 
too?" 

"Very few; only a few mineral poisons. 
The great majority of agents used in this 
way are utterly destructible by lire, and 
with '.hem, of course, their effects upon 
the body. Then ashes are too easily 
scattered. If for these reasons' alone I 
should hope that, cremation would never 
prevail, hut thero aro many others. " 

Fashions on tho Pacific Side. 
(Ileppner (Ore.) Gazette. | 
In tho Ileppner hills this season the 
recherche thing in overalls is to bavo tho 
pocket corners braided, in lieu of tho 
copper rivets that were en rcglo last 
season. They are worn either stuffed 
into the boots or outside. An elite thing 
!n watch chains is a wide buckskin strap, 
worn dangling from the pocket, and 
ornamented with a poker chip It also 
works for a ranch razor-strap. An 
nsthetic rustic substitute for a button is a 
shingle nail or a piece of sharpened stick 
poked through a gallus-hole. This stylo 
is popular on some ranches, but it is a 
bad thing to fall down ou.

CAUGHT OUT. 



Our highly ostoemod but somewhat 
coarso contemporary of tho Times will 
find in this morning's issue of The Colonist 
a morited rebuke for hie insolence in at- 
tributing to the editor of this journal tho 
authorship of a letter which appoared in 
Sunday's paper. Our contemporary would 
seem to bo a very conceited and quurrel- 
Home porson who never misses an oppor- 
tunity of unloading his opinions where 
they uro not valued or of saying mean 
things of his neighbors. There was about 
as much reason to suppose that tho lottor 
signed "British Columbia" was written 
by tho editor of The Colonist as there 
would bo to suggest that he is responsible 
for tho dull platitudes which disfiguro tho 
editorial columns of the Times. It is 
probable that tho Times' man is his own 
most frequont correspondent and that the 
communications which appear in his 
journal ovor various signatures are lhe 
coinago of his ill-ballasted brain. 
Measuring other people's corn with his 
own bushel lie not unnaturally attributes 
to us the practice of a sin to which he is 
himself prone, ilia incivility reminds lis 
of a rough whaling captain •:;)io. when 
obstinate or cranky, ivotild see nothing. 
The mato shouted out ono day: "Thar 
she blows and thar she breeches." The 
captain says: "I don't see no blows and 
I don't seo no breeches." Pretty soon 
the mate yells out: "Thar she blows and 
thar she breeches." Tho captain said: 
"1 don't seo no blows and I don't see no 
breochos." Again the mato yelled out: 
"Thar she blows and thar Aw. breeches;" 
and the captain said: "Mate, if you think 
that thar she blows and thar she breeches, 
you can take tho boat and go for her." 
Tho mato took the boat and brought 
alongside a whale which tried out oighty 
barrels of oil, and the captain said: 
"Male, you have done well, and you shall 
be mentioned to the owner; you will be 
complimented, perhaps rewarded." And 
the ir.ate said: "Capt. Jones, I don't 
want no mention, and I don't want no 
compliment, and I don't want no reward; 
all I want is common civility, and that of 
the commonest kind." All wo ask of our 
contemporary is civility; it would bo idle 
to look for any but the commonest kind 
from such a source. 

ENGLISH POLITICS. 

Political matters have assumed a strange 
appearance in England. The old-time 
conservatives resent tho democracy of 
Lord Randolph Churchill, and the ' I. — '- 
als have split since the radical spi ones 
of Joe Chamberlain and Jesse Col.inga. 
Lord Hartington and Mr. Chamberlain 
are leading soparato wings, and unless 
they can bo induced to unite their forces, 
the general opiniun is that tho conserva- 
tives—in spite of Lord Randolph — will 
win an oasy victory. Jesse Ceilings, who 
is membpr for Ipswich and a radical of 
the ultra type, has referred very con- 
temptuously to Lord Hartington's recent 
speeches, saying that they were remark 
able for their emptiness. Lord tlarting- 
ton has taken every occasion to repudiate 
Mr. Chamberlain's pulicy, and tho latter's 
frionds threaten that he will attack Lord 
Hartington in vigorous language in nil 
his future speeches. Tho radicals have 
certainly fallen away from tho whigs, and 
nothing would seem more probable than 
that tho moderate conservatives and tho 
whigs should coaloace in the next house 
and rule the couutry nn tho next parlia- 
mentary term. Lord R. Churchill's long- 
expected Bpeech at Shetliold was delivered 
before an enormous meeting which was 
wholly sympathetic. His chief point was 
self-assertion with characteristic redun- 
dancy. There was not a word, :iot a line, 
not a sentence, not a single political 
opinion which betrayed the stnalleBt, 
faintest shred of dili'erenco botween the 
Marquis of Hartington and the present 
ministers. Nobody, of course, could com- 
ment on this seriously. Compare for in- 
stance Lord Hartington and tho Duke of 
Richmond, who is tho president of the 
board of trade, on the question of free 
trade, and on other matters about which 
the whole country is eager to hear a dis- 
tinct statement of the policy, Churchill 
was distinctly silent On the Irish ques- 
tion, the South African, the difficulties of 
tho land question, tho crofters and free 
education, not ono of these has been in 
tho least illuminated by this rising states- 
man.

If, as is asserted by our esteemed morn- 
ing contemporary, a spirit of insubordi- 
nation is rifo among the teachora at the 
public schools, the responsibility for tho 
unsatisfactory state of affairs must be laid 
at our contemporary's door. No man 
living or dead has done so much to pro- 
voke a spirit of dissatisfaction in that 
body as the editor of tho SUndard. 
When the trustees made a recent appoint- 
ment he published a sories of .articles and 
letters that were disgraceful in tone, sub- 
versive of discipline and good order and 
calculated and intended to cause a mutiny 
among the teaching atafl'. And now, when 
tho poison distilled through those articles 
ia supposed to have wrought the desired 
effect the 6rst man to turn around and 
abuse the teachers for "insubordination" 
is tho editor who advised them to rebel 
against the new appointee and tho author- 
ity of the board! Without admitting that 
matters are nearly as bad as our contem- 
porary assests, we boliove that they 
are bad enough and that tho board of 
trustees have a grave and important duty 
to perform in correcting abuses which 
have been allowed for a long time to pass 
uiirebukcd. The statement that tho 
trustees have been bullied by teachers is 
a gratuitous falsehood. Tho demeanor of 
tho toachors towards tho board has been 
at a perfectly satisfactory character. The 
"only unpleasantness that was brought to 
the notice of the trustees was promptly 
and decisively corrected, and if any 
teacher has threatened to havo her "big 
brother" punch tho head of the 
principal of tho boys' school, 
tho circumstance has net boen 
officially reported to tho board. The 
Post, wo observe, taking its inspiration 
from tho Standard, has fallen into the 
same orror and grossly exaggerated mat- 
ters; but as things havo assumed a start- 
ling and dangerous ahapo— according to 
the Standard— it is to be hoped that tho 
trustoes will call a mooting at an early 
ds.to ar.d thoroughly investigate the alle- 
gations that have been brought against 
the teachers as a body. 

TEANSPACIFIC. 

The New Zealand government have 
subsidized with §150,000 a year the steam- 
ers Zoalandia and Australia to carry the 
Australian mails betweeu New Zealand 
lind San Franoisco. The Australian gov- 



ernment will probably supplement this 
amount with as much more, and the ser- 
vice, which has been temporarily do- 
ranged by the refusal of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Co. to accept an insigniBcant 
subsidy at the hands of the United States 
government, will be resumed. Tho Zca- 
landia and Australia are English vos- 
sels, but were undor charter for sevoral 
years to the Pa:iGc Mail Co. If the Ca- 
nadian Pacifio Railway Co. should carry 
out thoir present plan of placing a lino of 
British bottoms on the route between 
Yictoria and China and Japan, tho day is 
not far distant when an American steamer 
will soon bo as rare a spectacle on the 
Pacific aa it is now on tho Atlantic side. 
If Britannia is to rule tho waves of the 
Pacifio as completely as she rules those of 
the Atlantio, the great trade possibilities 
of this provinco, and especially of this 
city, will be easily uudorstood and should 
be taken advantage of. Lying nearer tho 
Orient by many miles than San Francisco, 
and boing the practical torininus of tho 
shortest trana-continontal lino, ia it not 
natural to suppose that in a year or two 
this port will bo tho stopping place and 
westorn supply routo of most of the 
trans-Pacific sjeam linos ?

Tho 
loss will bo about §10,000, covered by in- 
surance. 

8.— Robert 
Bates, a plasterer, ia missing from his 
home, and iB supposed to havo 
gone to tho United Statos. Before

A CABLE LETTEKi 

Interesting Budget of Unreli- 
able Gossip. 

London, Sept. 12. —The liberal party 
in England is. much confused. It iB still 
without any dprinito political programme, 
and yet somo of ita principal leaders have 
felt themselves compelled to make party 
utterances. Theso havo, so far, been ex- 
tremely contradictory. Ono result is that 
parties, not parliamentary candidates, aro 
making all sorts of pledges, aud the lib- 
eral campaign just now looks very much 
like a "go as you ploaao" race. In Croat 
Britain alone there are moro than 500 
liberal candidates in tho field . They 
compriso liberals, whigs, moderates and 
radicals, and tho men forming each class 
aro gradually getting into record by pledg- 
ing themselves to all manner of political 
commodities. Unless the party aa a wholo 
bo Boon placed undor somo intelligible 
programme and bound down to some sen- 
sible management it will be rent to pieces 
beyond tho possibility of reorganization. 
Tho Gladstone mombers of tho house of 
commons who are candidates for re-elec- 
tion aro appealing to him to end the an- 
archy by formulating a policy which will 
freeze the cranks out of the canvass and 
thus save the party's strength from boing 
frittered away. It has, accordingly, boen 
decided to hold a conference of recognized 
leaders of all factions of tho liberal party 
oarly in October, for the purpose of ob- 
taining sumo general understanding. All 
efforts thus far made to induco Mr. Glad- 
stone to make a pronouncement havo 
failed. Ho will not even promise to ad- 
dress the coming conference. He has, it 
is true, promised to writo a political ad- 
dress this fall to his Midlothian constitu- 
ency, but he has not fixed a day for tho 
isauo of this letter; so it will be somo time 
after tho October meeting, In thia letter 
tho ex-premier will state and oxplain at 
length the platform of principles he deems 
best for his party. In the meantime 
strong efforts aro being made to bring 
about a compromise between the hostile 
views entertained by tho followers of Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain and those of tho 
Marquis of Hartington, the former repre- 
senting straightout radicals of tho liberal 
party and tho latter its whigs. If tho 
radicals and whigs can roach a common 
understanding for tho campaign Mr. Glad- 
stone, it is presumed, will formally in- 
dorse and add to it tho necessary ele- 
ments to attract tho majorities of other 
factions and start his party with a united 
front in the coming c. .test. It is oven 
intimated that Mr. Gladstone haa his 
programme ready now; that he is engaged 
in tho task of training Mr. Chamberhm 
and Lord Hartington up to it, and that 
tho October conference will simply be a 
perfunctory affair, for the purpose of al- 
lowing the hostile leaders to submit grace- 
fully. 

In Franco the doctoral contest has be- 
come tame. Tho ardor with which the 
campaign opened has disappeared. Tho 
country is singularly quiet, and political 
committees are inactive. 

The Russian government has docidod 
to transfer the administration of its Black 
sea fleet from Nicolaeffto Sebastopol har- 
bor. Tho latter placo is being much en- 
larged, and immense forts and other 
works of defonso aro being constructed 
around its approaches. Tho czar is also 
organizing a now fleet, to be stationed at 
Batouin, on the east coast of the Black 
sea. This little town ia being rapidly on- 
largod, because of its strategical import- 
ance as a central point of Russian defense 
for tho eastern c last of tho Black sea. 
This action of the czar is now restoring to 
Sebastopol the military and naval pres- 
tige which it possessed before the Crimea 
war. This is regarded with misgivings in 
certain British Indian quarters. Be- 
sides making the abovo military changes 
in the Black soa region, the Russian gov- 
ernment is erecting barracks for the ac- 
commodation of liOOO troops at Rostoff, 
on the river Don, 22 miles abovo its out- 
let into the sea of Azov, and on the lino 
of railway from Moscow to tho Caucasus. 
These barracks and their accompanying 
dofenaes will connect the military works 
of the Caucasus with those of Central 
Russia. Tho Crimea is also being strength- 
ened by the erection of a number of now 
modem batteris-t. at Keritich and Taga- 
nary. Tho latter placo is situated at tho 
mouth of the Don, on the north shore of 
the soa of Azov, and tho former stands on 
the strait of Zenike, which connects the 
sea of Azov with the Blncksea. A Russian 
naval commission will report on tho con- 
dition of all tho harbor* along tho Grook 
and Turkish coast. 

At the Royal family reunion to be hold 
by King Christian, of Denmark, at tho 
capitol of Frenenburg next week, thoro 
will be present tho Czar and Czarina, tho 
Prince and Princess of Walea, King 
George of Greece, and tho Duko and 
Dutchess de Chartros. The occasion will 
be the formal betrothal of Morte, daugh- 
ter of the Due do Cliartres, and Prince 
Waldoman, youngest son of King Chris- 
tian. During the visit of tho czar tho 
greatest precautions will bo maintained to 
keep him safe from any evil designs which 
may bo entertained against him by 
Nihilists. It is stated that the czar's 
morbidness concerning Nihilism ia in • 
creasing daily, and that as a result his 
mind is almost unhinged with dread. Ho 
gives no credence at all to tho persistent 
assertions of his police, that Nihilism is 
crushed out. It ia related now that dur- 
ing tho recent imperial conference at 
Kromaier, tho czar and czarina had differ- 
ent sleeping apartments prepared for their 
use each night, and that they never oc- 
cupied any of tho rooms thua aot apart 
for them, but used others, in order to 
avoid all possibility of being located by 
the enemies whom tho czar believed per 
potually follow him. HiB imperial ma- 
jesty, it is declared, continues to follow 
this precaution, and allows no one to 
know beforehand where ho will pass any 
particular night, and never permits any 
of his attendants but his necessary body 
servants, to know whore he is sleeping. 

A tour through Wales has been ar- 
ranged for tho Princo of Wales upon his 
return from Germany. Ho will firs t make 
a genera! visit through tho northern part 
of the country, and will then have special 
receptions at Cardiff, Swansea, Milford 
Haven and elsewhere. This tour will bo 
tho first formal visit which tho princo haa 
ever made to Walea. 

Somewhat of a sonaation has boen 
caused by the development of certain 
sciiiidals in tho management of the In- 
ventors' Exhibition. It appears that a 
number cf speculators have been allowed 
by tho management to take large apacos 
in tho halls, and to then retail these valu- 
able spaces out to tho highest bidders. It 
is also urged that blackmail has been col- 
lected from certain exhibitors who de- 
sired to Bocure prizes. Private inquiry 
into theso charges is now going on. 

Mr. Gladstone, who is autt'orinrj from 
lumbago, is reported to bo worse.

SPAIN. 

Madrid, Sept. 12. — The German 
Legation in thia city is still guarded 
by soldiers. At the birthday reception 
to the Princess of Asturias at the Hoy- 
al Palaco last night, King Alfonso had 
a conversation with Count Solnias-Son- 
newalde, German Ambassador. 

The Government lias, refused to ac- 
cept the resignation of Admiral Topeti, 
Under Secretary of Marine. 

Buron De Michets, French Ambas- 
sador, has telegraphed De Freycinet 
that ho fears that the dispute between 
Germany and Spain respecting --the 
Caroline Islands will bo a protracted 
one. 

Baron de Micliels, French Ambas- 
sador, has telegraphed to Do Freyci- 
net, French Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, that the situation here haa im- 
proved and that the danger of a con- 
llict lias decreased. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Sept. 11. — The 
Grand Opera I louse was the scene of 
considerable excitement to-night dur- 
ing the performance of "Undine," in 
which was interlarded a wrestling 
match between the wrestlers, Ross and 
Bauer. For a short time it was feared 
blood would be shod. Tho Post Pub- 
lishing Company had obtained a writ 
of attachment against fche_ manager of 
the Opera House on a claim for an ad- 
vertisement. Tho writ was placed in 
the hands of four deputy sheriffs, who 
attempted to levy on tho money in the 
box office. Treasurer Cochran refused 
to concede to their demand and drew a 
revolver to protect the money in his 
charge. Ilia demonstration was the 
Hignal for a simultaneous drawing of 
pistols by the four deputies. One of the 
latter attempted to break the window 
and force his way iiito the box ollice. 
Con. Mooney, manager of the wrestling 
match, interposed his body and was 
speedily reinforced by two polico offi- 
cers, and also by John, costumer of the 
(inn of John k Korster. The latter had 
several teeth loosened by a blow. Tt is 
not known by whom it was struck. 
The matter ended in the arrest of Dep- 
uty Goldstein. 

Tho funcra^of tjie lateSenator Gwin 
took place this "afternoon from Grace 
Church. The interior of the edilice waa 
draped in black and there was a great 
number of (lowers. Tho services were 
conducted by Rev. Dr Foule, assisted 
by Rev. Dr. Shepard. 

Samuel N'orris, of Sacramento, has 
filed complaints in the United States 
Circuit Court against James]B. Haggin 
and Lloyd Tevis, for many years past 
his attorneys, charging them with hav- 
ing taken advantage of his conBdence 
in them and of his mental incompet- 
ency, resulting from a blow on tho 
head received March 4, 1859, to de- 
fraud him out of all his property, in- 
cluding the Norris grant of -15,000 
acres, the Norris bridge over the 
American river, the Muldrew ferry, two 
lots in Sacramento, besides largo sums 
of money collected by the defendants 
as his agents and appropriated to their 
own use. Plaintiff further states that 
on April 29, 1859, while mentally in- 
competent, defendants induced him to 
sign a promissory note for SG4,000, 
payable to Lloyd Tevis, with two per 
cent, per month interest compounded 
monthly, secured by a mortgage on his 
real estate, of the execution of neither 
of which instruments he had any 
knowledge until August 20, 1885, the 
mortgage having in the meantime been 
foreclosed and judgment obtained 
April 14th, 18G2, for $1 21,728, while 
plaintiff still believed defendants to be 
his friends. He had always had sucli 
regard for them that shortly after his 
accident, believing himself about to 
die, lie made a will leaving them every- 
thing ho possessed. Defendants are 
charged with appropriating to their 
own use $275,000, received from the 
sale of his Texas property, besides 
several hundred thousand dollars re- 
alized in various ways from his Cali- 
fornia estates. He asks judgment and 
restitution. Mr. Haggin stated to-day 
that there was nothing in the suit. 



INDIA. 

A Terrible Famine Impending. 

New York, Sept. 12. — A Calcuttr. 
special says that no doubt remains but 
that a terrible famine is impending in 
India. The crops in Decern have all failed 
for want of rain, while in Bengal tho 
crops aro ruined by excess of rain and 
floods. Tho country for fifty miles about 
Calcutta ia completely submorgod . Nearly 
all of the railways in tho provinces aro in- 
jured by floods and landslides. The rail- 
way at Lucker Serra haa been completely 
swept away. Public subscriptions have 
boon opened hero and in all the largo 
towns. All possible preparations aro be- 
ing made to provide against the famine 
which now seems inevitable. 



John Leech's Sisters. 

London, Sept. 3. — John Leech, whose 
facile pen for ao many years furnished 
food in tho pagos of Punch for tho 
laughter-loving public, diod in 1864, at 
tho early age of 47. Liko othors of his 
class, ho did not leuve a fortuno, and his 
sisters, now becoming old women, are in 
deatitute circumstances. This having 
beon represented in the proper quarter, 
tho Queen haa granted a psnaion of £100 
each tn tho four old ladies, to gladden 
thoir declini ng years.

On the report of General 
Middleton parliament will bo askod at its 
next sossion to vote a Butlicient Bum to 
enable the minister of militia to thor- 
oughly fortify British Columbia and equip 
militia corps already funned here. In 
addition to the militia corps a battery of 
regulars will bo formed similar to the A 
and B batteries, which did good execu- 
tion during the recent troubles in the 
Northwest.

Trouble at Coal Creek, W. T. 

Mr. Watkina, superintendent of the 
Newcastle coal mineB, came in town yes- 
terday morning and reported that on Fri- 
day night, between 11 and 12 o'clock, a 
party of masked men, sorr.G fchtrtaan or 
fourteen in number, Burrounded the 
Chinese quarters at Coal Creek, about ono 
mile from tho Newcastle store, and by 
yolling and discharging fireHrms drove the 
sleeping Chinamen from their lodgings. 
The Mongolians took to the woods for 
Bafety, just in timo to see thair cook- 
house and lodging-houao in flames. The 
buildings were totally destroyed, to- 
gether with §4000 ur £5000 worth of 
stores and clothing, which wero kept in 
Btock there by a Chinese firm of this city 
to bo sold to the Chinamen. Tho bunkorB, 
which were but a short distance from the 
Chinese quarters, narrowly escaped de- 
struction. This job is said to have boon 
done by white men. No murder was 
committed, and so far as is known noue 
was attempted, the object being to 
frighten the Chinese away from the camp. 
These Chinamen have been employed 
principally as coal-pickers in the bunk- 
ers, and received §1.25 per day, their 
work being to separate the rock and 
alato from the coal. About twenty- *v'e 
of the frightened Chinamen arrived in 
town last evening on the !) o'clock train. 
The writer interviewed ono of the num- 
ber, who expressed himself thus: "White 
man too muchy bad. Too muchy mako- 
una fire. Mo no catchuni clothes, no 
catchunt lice, :io oatchum anything. 
Heap poor. Mo no go back, too muchee 
ftaid." — Seattle Post Intelligencer.

Serious Accident to tlie Steamer 
Kootcuay. 

The Vessel Incapacitated for 
tlie Season. 



BlesBrs. H. M. McCartney & Co.'s 
steamer Koutonay, Captain A. T. 'Ping- 
atone, plying between American waters 
and tho second crossing of tho Columbia 
in connection with the C. P. R, contract, 
met with a serious accident on Friday, 
September 4th, which it is feared will in 
capacitate her for further service during 
the present season. The boat started up 
the river Willi about 48 tons i f freight for 
the C. P. I!, on Friday morning. Just 
above Sheep creek, in American waters, 
the boat ran on a spit of rocks which lie 
submerged right across the main channel 
of the river. The bow of the bout seems 
to havo piissud over safely; but tho stern, 
just about the after -augways, 

RASPED TIIK liOCKS AND STUCK THERE. 

Every effort was at onco made to get her 
off. The freight waa removed to tho 
bank, ropes wero laid, and the captain sit 
to work iu tho liope of drawing tho boat 
ovor the ruck. But all to no purpose. 
The boat refused to move. Each hour's 
delay brought on a subsidence of the 
waters of tho river, which ia rapidly fall- 
ing at this tune of the year. After six 
days' incessant labor it was determined to 
give the work up. Steps wore at once 
taken to shove the boat up, so that when 
tho river fulls she will stand high and dry 
on the rucks. It is difficult to fix tho 
cause of the accident. Tho boat draws 
more water than is neceesary for its safety 
on this troaohorous river, and this in a 
measure accounts for hor running foul of a 
reef th.it coin potent authorities always 
supposed was beneath tho draught of a 
steamer.

Harvesting Peas. — Peas are a dif- 
ficult crop to harvest with the scythe, 
and it is not easy to get under them 
with a mowing machine. Probably tho 
cheapest and best way to secure the 
crop is to take a horse rako and pull 
them in windrows. One of the old- 
fashioned wooden revolving horserakes 
is best for this use. When very ripe it 
is best to take some time when the 
vines are wet with rain or due to pre- 
vent loss from shelling. 

Oats after Oats. — A farmer who 
has grown three oat crops in succession 
on the same land reports that his last 
crop this year promises to be as large 
as either of the others. But this has 
in most places been a great year for 
oats, and a good yield may this time 
be credited to the season. One of the 
most serious objections to successivo 
oat crops is that it does not give op- 
portunity for the best effects of clover 
in renovating the soil and restoring its 
fertility. 

Do Bke3 Spread the Yellows.— 
An intelligent farmer, who has watch- 
ed the spread of yellows among his 
peach trees, advanced tho theory' that 
this is often brought by bees passing 
from one tree to another when in 
bloom. It is a fact that bearing trees 
aro more subject to yellows than those 
not in bearing. In seasons when frost 
destroys peach buds there is less spread 
of yellows, though this may in part be 
due to the greater vigor of trees that 
are not bearine a crop of fruit. 

Amount of Twine Per Acre. — One 
ball of twine, or 3 1 pounds, will bind 
an acre of heavy wheat, making medium 
sized bundles. If the graiu is lighter 
the amount used will be less. Oats gen- 
erally stand thicker on the ground 
than wheat and should be made in 
smaller bundles. Four pounds of twine 
should be required on an aero of good 
oats. These figures will enable farmers 
to calculate how many balls o f twine 
will be required in harvesting, and will 
suggest comparisons as to the cheapness 
of machine, binding and doing the work 
by hand with no expense for twine.

A special correspondent gives the fol- 
lowing graphic account of the finding of 
a young girl, (Jlura C'rosbio, wlio hud been 
lost in the hush for three weeks: "It was 
on tlio twentieth day after tne girl left 
Mrs. Unities' house that a couple of 
friends started out to look for a horse 
-which had strayed in the rauges. .). (J. 
Curwan, a farmer and contractor of War- 
hurtou, who has been fourteen years iu 
the district and knows his way about, 
■was accompanied in this quest by William 
Smith, a piano- forte tuner of Kew, who 
was on a tour through the district They 
struck the Cockatoo creek, and as they 
watched the turbid stream ilowiug 
1hrou(i;h tlio oozy bed of a lnrye 
morass, Mr. Corwan began to expatiate 
upon the advantages of canals for draia- 
. age purposes with as much fervor as tbo 
late Hugh Met oil used to praise canals 
for irrigation purposes. The friends grew 
bo interested in the subject that they got 
off their horses to discuss it, and they 
wero soon iteop in the history of the Suez 
canal and that of its engineer, l)e Lesseps. 
Then remounting and skirting the swamp, 
they were riding rapidly away, when .Mr. 
Smith found the head of a starved domes- 
tic cat, which hud vainly sought succor In 
a hole in a I rce. Mr. Curwan obliged his 
"town chum," as ho calls Lira, by wait- 
ing till Mr. Smith once more left his sad- 
dle, and with a stick fully disentombed 
the feline victim of misplaced confidence 
in the nutriti e resources of the Lilydalo 
bush. 

"He was just mounting again when a 
low sound like a young blackbird's 
whistle caught the acute ear of the ex- 
parieuced buskman by Lis side. 'Hist,' 
said Mr. Curwan. 'What's that?' Again 
the wailing, plaintive note was born softly 
on thu breeze. It was enough this time. 
Mr. Curwun was sure it was n coo e -c. '[ 
never,' he says, 'hear a coo-e-e twice In 
the bush without answering it. I answerd 
it and the soft, weak voice came to us 
Bgaiu, yet a little louder. 1 was sure 
something was wrung, but I cnuhl not say 
where the sound came from because of the 
echo of the hills. I galloped up the riso in 
front of us and coo-e ed now and again. 
Every time wo coo-e ed— indeed, oi'leiiur 
— we got the response of that low yet 
piercing note of distress. When we got 
on to the hill I was suro the voice came 
from the swamp wo had left. As fast as 
logs, bogs nod ravines would let us we 
advauced toward the spot where we had 
her-,) talking about canals. I heard some 
one speaking, but could not make out tlio 
words, and the scrub was so thick I could 
not see anyone. 

"At last I caught sight of a little girl, 
and it went to my heart to see her so thin 
and woe-he-gone, I ut 1 could not believe 
it was Cluia Crosbie, or t lint she could 
Lave lived so long. The little creature 
was tottering toward us in her ulster, 
without shoes or stockings ou, but quito 
sensible. She said, "I want to go homo 
to my mother. I have been lost three 
weeks. " She was so weak that she could 
scarcely stand. 1 jumped oil my horse, 
put my coat around her, and took her up 
in my arms. !Sho said sue wanted a 
drink, but 1 wished to hasten back to tho 
camp with her, as I was afraid she might 
go off. i t would have been terrible for 
her to have died in inv arms after all she 
had suffered and I had found her. She 
said she had lived In a trco, and 
used to go for water, but that she hud 
been too weak to go for any for two days, 
and I could quito believe it She said her 
clothes were in the tree, but we did not 
stay to look for them, but started homo 
at once. 

"Mr. Smith went on to bring some tea, 
and. altb lUi/i ho can't ride, 1 never saw a 
m&.n go across country in better style, as 
if there was such a thing as breaking his 
neck in such u tangle. lie met me half 
way, but I had given the little thing a 
drink out of my hat before that. Didn t 
she lap it up eagerly, and then talked all 
the more about how she wandered away 
and crossed tho creek and found the hol- 
low tree, and gut too frightened and too 
tired to travel any more. We gave her 
somo lea and toast, and when wo got to 
the camp the cook said ho saw a man who 
.waslosL in New /'o land, and the doctor 
gave him sonic oatmeal with some brandy 
in it. ljut Clara smelt somo pork and 
potatoes and she did beg hard for some of 
that dinner. 1 believe she thinks nio 
hard to this day. 

"After she bad eaten a little and now 
that she felt quite safe and the excitement 
was over, she began to look worse than 
when we lirst found her. We could see 
the ravages which hunger and exposure 
had made, but, considering what she had 
gone through, sho was wonderfully 
chirpy. Mie kept asking to he taken to 
her mother, bhc was taken there in the 
blankets of six of the boys, for every man 
wanted to have a share in wrapping her 
up, and then she was washed and put to 
bed by Mrs. C lax ton at the hotel, which 
was nearer than her mother's bouse. She 
has been improving ever since, but you 
will see her for yourself bye and bye. and 
get her to talk to you. In n week sho 
will be as right as ever, but it was a close 
shave. 1 don't think she would have 
lasted another night, as the next night a 
BtilT frost was on mid she had got too 
weak to go to the creek for the water 
upon which she had lived. How she 
lived. (!orl knows. I hare seen men used 
to hardship knock under in a fourth of 
the time. And then think of the loneli- 
ness and the wildness of the place wticro 
she was found, ft was enough to drive 
a child like her mad She's a living 
wonder. "
